Im portant Canal Completed. 
Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 7.—The greatest 
feat of engineering skill ever performed 
in this mining region was completed 
yesterday. The Ebervale mine, for the 
first time in eight years was explored. 
Messrs. Mulvey and Garvey climbed 
down the slope and reached the bottom 
of the third lift. They found the tim ­ 
ber in a fair state

preservation. 
The east gangway was open and appar­ 
ently in as good a state as the day on 
which the flood came.

The opening is three

Washington, Oct. 7.—Nothing has 
been done by our government with ref­ 
erence to the Venezuela boundary con­ 
troversy since Secretary Gresham for­ 
warded Minister Bayard a copy of the 
resolution passed by the late congress 
urging Great Britain to submit the dis­ 
puted question to arbitration. It is be­ 
lieved, however, that Secretary Olney 
is now preparing a note for Mr. Bayard 
to lay before Lord Salisbury that will 
contain a more forcible expression of 
the views of the United States on this 
subject than has yet been officially ut­ 
tered. The secretary of state is keep­ 
ing his own secrets and has great re­ 
spect for all the proprieties. 
If he 
sen£s such a dispatch the fact will not 
be known from this end of the line until 
the document is submitted to congress. 
It is also believed that the president 
will make it the basis of a vigorous 
discussion of the Monroe doctrine in 
his annual message. 
There has been a change of gov­ 
ernment in England since our congress 
admonished John Bull as to the pro­ 
priety of referring his South Ameri­ 
can controversy to arbitration, and the 
present prime minister is likely to re­ 
ceive such advice with less favor than 
his predecessor. While he was in the 
foreign office Lord Rosebery was dis­ 
posed to be quite liberal in his treat­ 
ment of the question, and in 1886 pro­ 
posed a boundary line that would to­ 
day be acceptable to the Venezuelan 
government. In fact, that dispute was 
in a fair way toward settlement when 
the Gladstone government was over­ 
thrown and Lord Salisbury, the pres­ 
ent prime minister, who then came into 
power, declined even to discuss it. It 
was his arbitrary and offensive atti­ 
tude aud utterances at that time that 
terminated 
diplomatic 
relations be­ 
tween Great Britain and Venezuela and 
they have never been resumed. 
The 
British legation at Caracas has been 
closed since 1887. It is not improbable 
that the United States will advise Ven­ 
ezuela to insist upon a renewal of the 
Rosebery proposition if the president 
decides to give any advice at all. 


London, Oct. 7.—A Constantinople

AMBASSADORS CONFER. 


Representatives of th e Powers Hold a 
Meeting: at Constantinople. 
Constantinople, Oct. 7.—On Saturday 
Sir Phillip Currie, the British ambas­ 
sador, had an interview with the Grand 
vizier, in which he made strong rep­ 
resentations and forcibly urged upon 
him to cease making arrests of Arme­ 
nians. The Grand vizier, in reply, ex­ 
pressed his anxiety to improve the situ­ 
ation. It is expected that he will ad­ 
vise the Sultan to grant amnesty to 
all Armenians who have been arrested 
in connection with the riots since Mon­ 
day. 
The ambassadors of the powers held 
a conference yesterday, and drew up 
a collective note, which will be present­ 
ed to the Porte today. Afterward they 
went to 
the Porte 
personally, and 
made verbal 
representations on the 
subject of Armenia. 
The foreign men-of-wnr, which are 
acting as guardships, have been ordered 
to moor in the harbor for the winter, 
in order to protect the foreigners in 
case of need. 
Up to Friday eighty bodies had been 
registered as victims of the disorder, all 
of which had been terribly mutilated. 
Sqme of them contained over twenty 
gashes, 
besides bullet 
wounds, and 
others had been battered with bludg 
eons, so as to be unrecognizable. 
All 
accounts concur that the number of 
victims thrown into the sea was only 
three. The gendarmes killed a few of 
the wounded.

CAUSED BY THE RAIN

Passenger Ran Into the “ Paper Train” 
And Did Considerable Damage— 
No One W as Injured—Slippery Rails 
Let Locked W heels Slide—Local 
Men in the Eagle W reck. 


Slippery rails caused a crash in the 
St. Paul yards yesterday afternoon. 
An engine was tem porarily disabled 
and five cars were wrecked but no one 
was hurt. 
The loss will be five or six hundred 
dollars, and it took a wrecking crew 
until this m orning to get the debris 
all cleared away. 
The trains th a t came together were 
the Chicago passenger; due here at 
12:45 o’clock and the “ paper train” 
which leaves Janesville for Mineral 
Point about the same time. 
Engineer Alex. Gosslin pulls the 
passenger w ith engine No. 725. 
He 
waa eighteen minutes late in reaching 
th e Bower 
City, 
while Engineer 
Tnumas Fox was behind time with the 
paper train. 
Engine No. 240 pulls 
the latter and 
Charles P. Mooney 
w asth e conductor. 
The paper train 
had ju st gotten under headway and 
was moving slowly by the coal sheds, 
w hen the passenger came into view. 


C ollision W as Sidew ise 
W illiam Logerman, a car repairer, was 
i t the crossing and saw th a t the two 
trains m ast meet at a “ V,” or switch, 
so he hastened to flag the passenger. 
Engineer Gosslin saw the signal and 
pushed the air brake lever over to the 
emergency notch. 
The wheels locked 
w ith a jerk, but the rails were slip­ 
pery from the rain and the train slid 
along 
the track. 
Engineer 
Fox 
had done the same tuing bat could 
not stop his train. 
Seeing th a t the 
accident 
was 
inevitable, Engineer 
Gosslin and his fireman jumped. 
The 
freight train slid by the switch and 
the passenger engine struck it with a 
bang. 
The blow was a glancing one, 
but it did great damage. 
The freight 
was clear of the track except for the 
last eight cars. 
The passenger en­ 
gine poked its nose into a box car. It 
was loaded w ith baled hay. 
The en 
gine cut deep into its side and tossed 
car 
and bales into tne ditch. 
It 
doubled the axles of the car up like 
hair pins and ripped the trucks loose 
beside cutting the side out of the car. 
T he next car was loaded w ith coal. 
This too 
was cut nearly in 
two 
lengthw ise and the coal ran out onto 
the ground. 
(*Uncle Tom ’s Cabin” Escaped. 
Four more cars were damaged before 
the engine was stopped, 
and the 
wreck was a picturesque one. 
The 
last car on the train was the special, 
occupied by tn t Cook Sisters Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin Company. 
It was not 
damaged in the least, but the com­ 
pany had a good scare when they saw 
the engine plowing its way through 
the cars directly toward them. 
They 
thought then, th a t their progress in 
the line of immortalizing 
H arriet 
Beecher Stowe’s great story was a t an 
end. 
But it wasn’t, and they are 
are still a t large. 
Bunting 6ix freight cars into kind­ 
ling wood had stopped the engine’s 
course. 
It was wedged into the mass 
of lum ber and merchandise w ith the 
pilot gone and both cylinders broken. 
B at the damage was not so great as it 
seemed to be, and the machine can be 
repaired in the shops here. 
Wrecking: Crew Got 
To W ork. 
The wrecking crew were soon at 
w ork. 
They palled the broken cars 
out of the pile, while men rolled the 
bails of hay, etc., out of the way. The 
m erchandise was gathereJ up and or 
der began to come out of disorder. 
It 
was only a few m inutes after the ac 
cident th a t the crew took hold of the 
first car and until IO o’clock last night 
they worked steadily. 
Today the last 
piece of 
debris was picked up, and 
only the holes in the ground showed 
where the accident had occurred. 
The financial loss to the company 
w ill probably foot up to five or six 
hundred dollars, and th at is a less 
sum th aa was expected. 
Aside from 
tne cylinders, no vital part of the en­ 
gine. was injured, the pilot and sinai 
parts being easily replaced. 
None o: 
the 
cars were loaded w ith costly 
freight. 
No blame was attached to the train 
crews. 
Engineers Gosslin and Fox 
both did all they could to stop their 
trains, but could not, because the 
track was slippery. 


eer Bamford and his fireman jumped. 
They didn’t do so any too qui :k. 
The 
engine 
is 
badly 
wrecked 
and is nearly a total loss. 
The 
caboose was demolished and five cars 
I were piled in a heap beside the track, 
j From the wrecked engine they soon 
I caught fire. 
It was w ith difficulty 
• th a t the rest of the extra train was 
saved from being burned. 
The extra train was in charge of 
Engineer George and Conductor Ray. 
As soon as the train crew could re­ 
cover from the shock they began sav­ 
ing the cars. 
The engine of the extra 
was brought into use and all the cars 
which were not derailed were saved. 
The cars of train No. 65 were also 
backed out of the flames’ reach and 
an effort was made ^extinguish the 
blaze, but this proved unsuccessful. 
The train crew was unable to save any 
of the merchandise. 
The loss of the 
cars and freight is estim ated a t $15,- 
000.
